SiTBJECT. — Import Uceming policy for the licensing period /uly-Decemherf 

1951. 

No, 10(>-I1T'(P.N.)/51. — Under the procedure unnounred in Public 
Notice No. 49-lTC,\P.N.)/5l, dated 13th March 1951, ini|Mirt lioenoae 
issued for the |»eriod Jauuary-June 1951 were to hr doubled in value and 
their period of validity extended by six months with a view to mcN*t, as far 
as ]M)S8ibIc% the husie import riK|utrements for the }H*ritHl July-Dei?«mbar 
1951 in respect of those items. The intention was i«> eoiuplete in this 
wa^ the major portion of im|M)rt licensing for the entire calendar year 
19i)l during the first half of the year. • 

2. In view' of the general increase in* prices all over the a*orld, it has 
hectt decided that January'* June 1951 licences, entitled to he doubled in 
value, w'ill lie further deemed to be automatically valid for additional 
imports uptn 10 per cent, of the original vqlue of the licence. In other 
u'urds, if the original value of the January>June UKil licence was 
Rs. 5JM)0 and it htis been doubled to a face value of Us. 1 (1.000, it adll 
now be valid for total imports amouifting to Rs, 10.(K10 plus 10 per cent, 
of 5,000, Ks. 10,500. 

3. The necessity for the issue of licences spcn*ifically for July-Decem- 
l>er. 1951 will, therefore, arise only in Ae following cases: — 

(a) where, hccaust* of increase in demand and prices. U|e imports 
uvailahle after the doubling of Jaiiuary-J line 1951 licences are 
ni»t cckUHidered sufficient to meet the country's requirements, 

(h) where doubling of January-June 1951 licences was not allowed, 

(c) certain new items which .werc^ not licensed during January-June, 

1951 . 

(d) iteiiiM for w'hich licences are to lie granted freely, 

(e) actual users who either did nat apply for licciici^s during «1anuary- 

Juiie, 1951, or wdio obtained licences w'hich in spite of doubling 
have proved inadequate to their retjuirerutmls, and 

(f) ('apital (foods, 1I.E.P., (former 1).(1.,1.&S.^ 

contracts, (lovernmciit Railway orders unrU special for'ilities ft»r 
the iuijkort of raw materials required in the iiiauiifadure of 
certain gomls for export. 

4. Items falling under category (u) in. the preceding para, and the 
|>erceutage increase in each case, are indicated in the Mtaieuieni at 
Appendix *A\ Supplementary licenees will bi> granted on this basis on 
presentation of the Jauuury-Jmue, 1951, licences at any one of the Port 
Oftices. Thu.s. where the increase is shown as 50 per cent, an established 
importer holding a licence for Rs. 10, U(K) (undoubled value), will oii 
presentation of that licence (»btain a sypplementary licence fur Rs. 5,(KK). 

5. All but u few items falling under (b) of para. 3 above, namidy 

those exfdudtul from the doubling scheme, are listed in Ajipendix li 

has now beem derided that January^June 1951 licerires for thesi* items 
will Im* doubled on presentation at the Port Offic^ss. On such doubling the 
licence will be further deemed to be valid fur additional imiHirts upto 10 
per cent, in cx<’e»s of the original value of the licence. tW exceptions 
ore (i) electric motors and generaWrs, (ii) raw cottfin, (iii) sago flour, 
(iv) vegetable products, pickles, etc., (v) woollen fabrics, (vi) domestic 
sewing machines, (vii) bicycles, (viii) bicycle parts, (ix) sUirch and (x) tea 
diesis A parts. No new licences will be issued for starch or sago flour. 
The poli<*y regarding raw cotton, bicydes and bicycle parts, electric 
motors and generators and domestic sewing machines will be announced 
separately. Licences for vegetable pniducis, pickles, etc. (not already 
doubled) will get the benefit of doubling and supplementary licences at 
100 per cent, of the oritfinul value will also be granted as in para. 4 above. 
Licences for woollen fabrics will be gntiied on a quota of per cent, of 
half of best j'ears' imports. The policy for tea chests and parts for July* 
December 1951 had already been annqunced. 

6. As indicated in (e) of para. 3 above, licencefi for import from soft 
currency areas will be grrated in respect of certain new items. A list of 
these items and the quota in each cjmu are given in Appendix 

7. A list of items for which licences will be jmnted freely as indicated 

in (d) of para. 3 above, ia given in Apiiendsx The grant of ihmn 

licences will be myemed 1^ the oeamtions prescribed in Public Notices 
already issued. It should be noted that wooden separators have been talMi 
out of this list and no Uoencea will be granted for tnis item. 

8. As stated in (e) of part« 8 nbevb, actual nseia who did not apply 
for licences during Jaa«ary*Jwne 1961 are pemitied to make item 
aiq^icatioas for sneh iiaaui m ween licen In anteal nasea dnri^ 
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January-June 1851 to meet their requiremente for July-December 1961 
period.' Aa it ia expected that theae freah applications will be based on 
current prices, the Ii<;enres issued a^inst such applications will not he 
eligible to the automatic iiicrea#ie of 10 per cent, in valjie nor will sncb 
licences be doubled. 

In the case of actual userti who obtained Janoa^-June 1951 licences 
and got thi-m doubled but find that the doubled liceme is inadequate to 
meet their rt¥<iuirement«, they may apply to the aflpri^riate licensing 
authority for a supplementary licence. Their applicanon should be 
accompanied by a fresh Director of Industries’ certificate in support of 
their addilioruii requirements and the reasons justifying the demand. In 
all such cases a reference should be made to the Januury-June^ 1951 appli- 
cation and the licence granted thereon. 

9. The licensing policy in regard to the following classes will remain 

unchanged : — ^ 

(a) Capital goods. 

fb) Heavy Electrical PJant. . 

(c) (iouds required to* fulfil contracts placed by D.O., Supply A, 

Development (late D.(l., l.&S.), and Government llailways, and 

(d) Spei ial facilities for the import of raw materials required in the 

munufacture of ceilnin goods for export. 

10. In order i<» enable importers to meet the difficulties and delays in 
obtaining supplies from abroad^ it haupbeen decided that all licenc^ss granted 
hereafter includuig licences to be doubled in terms of this Public Notice 
will be valid for one year from -the date of issue. 

11. (Procedure , — As indicatecU earlier, supplementary licences for 
items included in Ap[>endix 'A’ as well as licences for items included in 
Ap]>4¥ndix , SI' will he granted on presentation of Januury-Juue 1951 
Ifceuces fo the Im]»ori Trade Controller at Calcutta, Madras or Bombay 
together with a treasury receipt for the prescribed fee for the values 
acini issible. It sboiild be noted that licem^es will be granted only to 
original hulders and not to firms who ^niight have obtained letters of 
auUiorJty for opera ting such licences. 

PreMeataiion of lic^etices or application for new licenc^es in terms of this 
Public Notice should be made only after the Ist July 1951. 

The last date for all applications in terms of this Public Notice will be 
the 3(ltli September 1951, Thi-s does uot, however, apply to applieutions 
inade for eapital goods, heavy electrical goinls, etc., referred to in paru. 9 
above. 

Ap]dieations for capital goods, heavy electrical plant and in respect of 
those special eases referred to in para. 9 above, should be submitted to the 
Chief (^mtroller of in accordance with the usual procedure. *
